A moratorium on classes was 
held by students and faculty at 
UCSB last Wednesday to discuss 
the issues and give support to a 
two-week-long demonstration 
against the administration. The 
confrontation began with the 
takeover of the university 
computer center Sunday, May 
5th. Approximately forty students 
from Students for Collective 
Action (SCA), a group made up of 
the Black Students Union, El 
Congreso (The Chicano Union), 
Tenants’ Union, Young Socialist 
Alliance, and the Asian American 
Alliance, took over the building to 
protest the racist policies of the 
administration. 

The students who occupied the 
center worked together in writing 
up their demands to present to 

ancellor Vernon Cheadle. 
During the occupation, the 
computer systems sent through a 
tape to the students which read, 
“This is the systems--we support 
the people.” 

Outside, 400 
surrounded the building. Lawyers 
from the Santa Barbara com- 
munity showed support by 
posting themselves at all the 
entrances to keep the campus 
police from infringing on 
students’ rights. Despite reports 
from the L.A. Times and S.F.

HISTORY 

The demonstrations were in 
protest of a series of ad- 
ministrative’ decisions which 
included the phasing out of the 
black research unit after a secret 
review, and a similar secret 
review of the Chicano Research 
unit now in progress. In addition 
the campus newspaper Deny 
Nexus has. been arged wi 
“racist editorial policies’. As one 
student commented, ‘‘No one had 
any idea what was going on in 
ethnic studies or affirmative 
action: because the Nexus never 
covered it.” The paper has had a 
history of giving the ad- 
ministration’s perspectives on 
issues. 

These problems are not recent. 
Last fall, students, together with 
the Chicano. studies: department,

disappointed and disillusioned,

filed a lawsuit against the 
university on the grounds that the 
affirmative action coordinator 
did not meet students’ needs. 
Another basis for the suit was the 
lack of minority professors 
among the tenured faculty of the 
ethnic minority programs. 

In 1972 the head of the Chicano 
research unit resigned and was 
never replaced, and last year the 
Equal portunity Programs 
were halted. The university 
notified E.O.P that they had 
overspent their budget and had to 
stop recruit _ _. ms. At 
the closing of the fiscal year, 
E.0.P. was told that they did 
have $116,000 that would revert to 
the general budget because the 
had not. spent it. This ad- 
ministrative blunder kept 43 
ethnic minority students from 
attending U.C.S.B. 

After being released on bail the 
students held a press conference 
and presented their demands to a 
crowd of approximately 2000 
supporters.

Second, I was 
totally shocked as I walked to the 
ballot box to cast my votes and 
was handed a printed sheet of 
paper publicising candidates’ 
statements; the reason I was 
shocked was that I had heard 
nothing of candidates submitting 
statements for publication to the 
Crown community. At the bottom 
of the page there was a list of 
peoples’ names, including my 
own for whom there were no 
statements. There was also a 
notation which stated that there 
were no statements from these 
people because they failed to 
submit them by presstime. 

My question to those connected 
with the election; What 
press time? What candidates’ 
statements? Well, after inquiry 
about the matter I was inform 
that there had been a request 
made in the New Jeremiad (the 
Crown College Newsletter) for 
{hg nominees to submit 

tenfénts. After further in- 
vestigation, I found that there had 
been a special edition of the New 
Jeremiad (printed on a half sheet 
of paper) which. contained the 
information. I never received this 
newsletter in my mailbox which 
is where they are usually placed. 
Of. course, there was nothing 
usual about the way in which this 
election was conducted, or was 
there? I have yet to find this 
special edition of the New 
Jeremiad. 

After consuming all the talk 
that pe on around this campus 
about student government, the 
lack of and the need for, one 
would think that students would 
make every effort to insure that 
the processes for these elections 
are carried out in an at least half 
decent way. Maybe, that’s what 
one gets for thinking? This fiasco 
was a sham.(e). Even the ‘ballot 
box official’ stated to me that he 
knew it was unorganized and 
unfairly carried out.

At each 
protest the supporters have in- 
creased in number, yet there 
continued to be no response from 
the administration. The ,chan- 
cellor stood firm in ‘not. 
neperieting. because of the 
unlawful act of taking over the 
computer center. Yet as one 
student commented, ‘‘He hasn’t 
listened to anyone in the last two 
years.” 

As the pressure mounted 
Cheadle released a memo in 
which he stated that he would 
refuse to meet the demands but

ASSEMBLY APPROVES STUDENT

The state assembly, after 
hearing numerous arguments 
that students ‘‘don’t deserve to be 
a privileged class,” narrowly 
voted Thursday to outlaw 
discrimination against students 
in housing. 

On a 41-26 vote, the assembly 
approved a measure to amend the 
Rumford Fair Housing Act by 

lacing ‘‘student’”’ as categories 
or illegal discrimination in 
housing. 

Majorit Leader Howard 
Berman (D-Los Angeles), author 
of the bill, and Assembly Speaker 
Leo McCarthy had to scramble to 
bring absent legislators to the 
floor and persuade others to 
change their votes after a 
previous roll call half-an-hour 
earlier fell short of several 
‘‘ayes’’ needed to pass the 
measure. 

“It’s going to be a tough fight to 
get it through the Senate,’’ said

Berman after the final vote. 

Real estate lobbies are workin 
hard to defeat it and people sti 
don’t want to vote for anything 
that might restrict homeowners.” 

Assemblyman Louis Papan (D- 
San Mateo) said Berman’s 
measure would ‘‘flood’’ the 
commission with complaints. He 
said it is “only natural” that 
landlords want to rent to an 
employed. 

Berman contended persons in 
school are not able to find ac- 
commodations in university 
areas simply because landlords 
don’t like students. He said his 
measure would not prevent 
landlords from refusing housing 
to applicants on the basis of age, 
income, or inability to sign long- 
term leases. 

Under Berman’s bill, the state 
Fair Employment Practice 
Commission would investigate 
complaints alleging 
discrimination against students
